In-  an  interview  (Face  the  Na- 
tion—CBS-TV),  Boyd  said  Pan- 
ama must’  “ask  the  United  States 
that  this  perpetuity  clause  must 
be  erased.”  Once  that  is  done, 
Boyd  said,  a fixed  date  must  be 
negotiated  at  which  time  Panama 
would  take  complete  control  of 
the  Canal.  . 

UNTIL  PANAMA  would  get 
“the  Canal  for  Panamanians,” 


Boyd  said  it  would  be  Very  con- 
venient for  the  United  States  and 
his  country  to  jointly  operate  the 
waterway. 

“We  have  to  say  that  the  pres- 
ent status  cannot  continue,”  Boyd 
said,  “because  every  day  it  is  go- 
ing to  be  worse  and  worse.” 

BOYD  LATER  told  newsmen 
that  if  the  current  negotiations 
impasse  continued,  Panama  wiU 
attempt  to  work  out  another  ag- 
reement with  the  Organization 
of  American  States  (OAS).

Now  if  you’re  going  to 
fulfill  your  pui-pose  in  life,  you  must  enable  all  men,  all  over 
the  earth  to  enjoy  human  dignity.” 

BYU  STUDENTS  G.YVE  three  standing  ovations  to  the 
entering  guests.  One  greeted  Governor  Romney,  a second 
met  Utah’s  Governor  George  D.  Clyde  and  the . third  paid 
tribute  to  former  President  and  Mrs.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 


“The  American  Revolution  is  still  going  on  and  it  is  not 
completed,”  the  Governor  stated. 

Your  challenge  is  to  give  it  full- 
er and  higher  expression.”

The  gray-templed  • governor 
told  students  to  “take  our  pro- 
ven American  principles  and  ap- 
ply them  in  a modern  way  to 
today’s  problems.” 

ONE  OF  THESE  problems  is 
“our  abundance,”  and  he  warn- 
ed, “Unless  we  can  demonstrate 
our  superior  capacity  for  helping 
these  people,  our  enemies  will 
turn  the  envy  of  the  impoverish- 
ed people  of  the  earth  against 
us.” 

The  Governor  was  accompan- 
ied by  his  wife  who,  speaking 
first,  had  said,  “This  is  our  her- 
itage: each  man  has  worth  and 
dignity.  Each  man  is  given  this 
by  a creator.  Our  heritage  in- 
cludes love.” 

Governor  Romney  picked  up 
this  theme  and  hammered, 
“Yours  is  a heritage  of  conquer- 
ing deserts  and  mountains  and 
overcoming  hardships.  But’  it 
was  child’s  play  to  clear  the 
land  and  conquer  the  desert  and 
arid  lands  euid  build  things  com- 
pared to  changing  the  ’ hearts 
and  minds  of  people.”

For  his  work  in  extending  education  and 
economic  opportunities  to  minority  groups, 
Mr.  Hays  was  appointed  to  the  Plattorm 
Committee  of  the  Democratic  National  Con- 
ventions in  1952  and  1956.
